Mile-Bend bridge on SR 80 early 
Sunday in the bridge’s latest 
tragedy. 

Highway Patrolman Joe P. 
Bertrand identified victims of 
the accident as: wars. Patricia

Bertrand set the occurance of 
the accident at about 1 a. m. 
Sunday. He said it was not dis- 
covered until about 6 a. m. 
when he was on patrol and no- 
ticed the railing of the bridge 
had been torn off. He said he 
found no signs of oil sliks or 
bubbles in the water and called 
for a wrecker and dragline, 
which found the completely 
submerged car in more than 15 
feet of water. 

Four of the .victims bodies 
were found in the car. Authori- 
ties did not know a fifth person 
was involved until relatives in 
Miami said five persons were 
riding in the car. ¢ 

Dragging was started again, 
and the body of Diane Fowler 
Stanwood was found in >the 
canal several hours later. 

Bertrand said the time of the 
accident was set at about 1 a. m, 
since the watches worn by the 
victims had stopped at that 
hour. He said they apparently 
had been headed toward this 
city from West Palm Beach. 

The car was owned by Mrs. 
Stanwood’s husband, Arthur, a 
mortgage appraiser for a life 
insurance company at Miami. 

Schneider, a laundry truck 
driver, is survived by his 
widow, Mary and two children.

FLARES AT SIX-MILE H 
BRIDGE, INSUFFICIENT 


S. C. Clemans, chief engineer 
of radio station WSWN, report- 
ed that the flares, placed on the 
eastern approach to Six-Mile 
Bend bridge, are insufficient to 
illuminate the hazardous curve. 

Clemans, who discovered the 
fatal accident at the stop Thurs- 
day morning, said that he had 
slowed to 45 mph when he saw 
the first flare and yet had to 
put the breaks on heavy in or- 
der to make the bridge cross- 
ing safely. 

“And I knew the bridge was 
there,” Clemans said. 

He recommended that the 
flares be increased and spaced 
for a greater distance down SR 
80 on the eastern side of the
